done without their approval and advice. 
Tho fact that their farms ar? so good is 
due in great part to tho personal attention 
vhlch tbey give to their lands. 
Each is a 


practical agriculturist, and by their efforts 
jhey have greatly Increased the value of 
their lands since they first assumed per- 
sonal direction of them.

known men In central Illinois and who 
died August 35, 18S8. Mr. Oillett came 
to Illinois from Connecticut in 1898, and 
beginning at a salary of 18 a month, In- 
Tested bis savings in land confident in tbe 
future of Illinois and believing tbat no 
better land could bo found.

culations of astronomers, will witness 
the appearance of three comets. To a 
single comet superstition votes a con- 
siderable influence upon mundane af- 
fairs; three of them may be able to ter- 
minate the war in Cuba or settle the 
trouble in. Crete or arrange an arbitra- 
tor! tre.it} or determine some other and 
equally Important matter. In the eyes 
of most persons, however, there is little 
if moment in their appearance bej ond 
the fact itself. 


The first of the comets \\asdibcovered 


by the famous astronomer D'Arrts,t at 
Leipzig, June 27, ItiJl. It will be due 
^tn perihelion during the approaching 
spring. According to tie figures of its 
discoverer and the observations of later 
Investigators, the comet completes a 
revolution in G'/, years. It nos ob- 
fceried in 1857, 1870, 1877 and 19.SO. In 
the last of these years it passed its 
perihelion on September 16. The exact 
lime of its -appeal anee this }'ear it is im- 
poss-ible to foretell. 


The second comet was discovered in 


iSdfl by Temple, who, however, ie- 
named ignorant of the fact that it 
would apjiear periodically. 
It is gen- 


erally known as Swift's comet, after 
ljrc.f. Swift, who rediscovered it in I 
1-SO 


trad f!eU'Cted its periodicity. The per nd 
of this comet is iibout Sy2 veal's. It 
esca;>ed observation ia 1873 and a;.i.n 
In 1884, but in 1891 the astronomers had 
better luck. Its perihelion passage then 
took place iu November, and calrula 
lions show that it will appear this year 
In April or May. 


The third is of more recent discovery. 


Dr. Spitaler, now of the Prague im- 
^erial observatory, found it in 1390. It 
was then but faintly seen and has not 
Kinco been visible. 
The discoverer 


tound that it was moving in an elliptic 
•orbit, with, a period of 6% years, and as 
(t was diocorered on November 17 it is 
Idne on March 11 of this year. It is 
likely, however, that this comet will es- 
(cape observation. It was nearest to the 
(earth last September, but there is no 
Record of its appearance at that time, 
tend there is little probability that it 
will be discernible when it passes its 
perihelion.—Chicago Tribune.

There are a few Republican newspapers
